Peking, June 28.—The question of 
Chinese exclusion from 
the

States continues chiefly to occupy the 
attention of the Chinese. 
The extent 
find depth of the feeling manifested 
astonishes foreigners, and is regarded 
as an evidence of the growth of a na­ 
tional sentiment of public spirit which 
five years ago would have been incon­ 
ceivable. Among many instances cited 
as evidence of this it is said that a Chi­ 
nese comprador was refused a lucra­ 
tive appointment with a United States 
company. 
Advertisements of United 
States goods continue to be refused by 
the native newspapers, and letters and 
telegrams from all parts of China, as 
well as from abroad, are being re­ 
ceived urging the central government 
to take a firm stand. 


C h i e f O bstac le to a S e t t l e m e n t . 
The chief obstacle is the question of 
exclusion of coolies from Hawaii and 
the Philippines. It is urged that there 
Is no reasonable objection to tile land­ 
ing of coolies in Hawaii, where they 
do not compete with United States 
labor, while Chinese immigration has 
long been established in the Philip­ 
pines.

ceptional prizes thus to be won; but 
in scholarship what is needed is the 
reverse. 
In this country we rightly 
go upon the theory that it is more 
important to care for the welfare of 
the average man than to put a pre­ 
mium upon the exertions of the ex­ 
ceptional. 
But we must not forget 
that the establishment of such a pre­ 
mium for the exceptional, though of 
less importance, is nevertheless of 
very great importance. 
It is impor­ 
tant even to the development of the 
average man, for the average of all 
of us is raised by the work of the 
great masters. 
It is. I trust unnecessary to say that 
I appreciate to the full the fact that 
the highest work of all will never be 
affected one way or the other by any 
question of compensation. 
And much 
of the work which is really llest for 
the nation must from the very nature 
of things be non-remunerative as com ­ 
pared with the work of the ordinary 
industries and vocations. 
Nor would 
it ever be possible or desirable that 
the rewards of transcendent success 
in scholarship should even approxi­ 
mate, from a m onetary 
standpoint, 
the rewards in other vocations. 
But 
it is also true that the effect upon am ­ 
bitious minds can not but be bad if 
as a people we show our very slight 
regard for scholarly achievement by 
making no provision at all for its re­ 
ward. 
The chief use of the increased 
money value of the scholar’s 
prize 
would he the index thereby afforded 
of the respect in which it was pop­ 
ularly held. 
The American scientist, 
the American scholar, should have the 
chance at least of winning such prizes 
as are open to his successful brother 
in Germany, 
England, 
or 
France, 
where the rewards paid for first-class 
scholarly achievement are as much 
above those paid in this country as 
our rewards 
for first-class 
achieve­ 
ment in industry 
or law’ are above 
those paid abroad. 
But of course what counts infinite­ 
ly more than any possible outside re­ 
ward is the spirit of the worker him­ 
self. 
The prime need is to instill into 
the minds of the scholars themselves 
a true appreciation of real as distin- 
guished from sham success. 
In pro­ 
ductive scholarship, in the scholarship 
which adds by its work to the sum 
substantial achievement with 
which 
the country is to be credited, it is 
only first-class work that counts. 
In 
this field the smallest amount of real­ 
ly first-class work is wrorth all the 


tions, the men to whom college lite 
is a disadvantage. 
Randolph of Roa­

Of course, if in any indi­ 
vidual university training produces a 
taste for refined idleness, a distaste 
for sustained effort, a barren intellec­ 
tual arrogance, or a sense of superci­ 
lious aloofness from the world of real 
men who do the world’s real work, 
then it has harmed that individual; 
but in such case there remains the 
abiding comfort that he would not 
have amounted 
to much 
anyway. 
Neither a college training nor any­ 
thing else can do much good to the 
man of weak fiber or to the man with 
a twist in his moral or intellectual 
make-up. 
But the average undergra­ 
duate has enough robustness of na­
